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REMARKS 

This amendment is in response to the Office Action dated March 7, 2005. Claims 6, 12, 
23, 24, 26-31, 35, 38-40, 45 and 48-105 were examined in the Office Action; claims 23, 24, 39, 
40, 49 and 50 have been cancelled, leaving claims 6, 12, 26-31, 35, 38, 45, 48, and 51-105 
pending. Applicants note that this response is being filed within two months of the March 7, 
2005 Office Action, thereby triggering an Advisory Action. Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the outstanding rejection for the reason that follows. 

A. Response to Amendment: 

Applicants note that all pending claims have been rejoined herein for examination as 
previous amendments have placed all claims directed to the originally-elected species in 
condition for allowance. 

B. Rejection Under § 1 12 Addressed 

Claims 23, 24, 39, 40, 49 and 50 are rejected under §1 12 as being dependent from 
cancelled claims. Applicant has cancelled these claims by amendment above, thereby rendering 
the rejection moot. 

C. Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6, 12, 26-31, 35, 38, 45, 48 and 51-105 are allowed.
